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Spring  Term  Enrollment  of  5,793  Sets  Record 

Registration  Is  Up  By  12  Percent

Northwestern's  enrollment  of 
5,793  this  semester  is  the  largest 
spring  term  enrollment  in  the  86- 
year  history  of  this  university, 
according  to  President  Arnold  R. 
Kilpatrick. 

In  announcing  the  spring  semes- 
ter registration  figures,  Registrar 
Walter  Ledet  said  this  spring's  en- 
rollment total  is  an  increase  of 
642  students,  or  a  12.4  per  cent  in- 
crease over  last  spring's  registra- 
tion of  5,151. 

There  are  1,327  persons  enrolled 
in  the  Northwestern  Graduate 
School,  which  is  the  largest  of  any 
institution  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  Graduate  School  is  up  by  563 
students,  or  73.4  per  cent  over  last 
spring. 

In  the  Graduate  School,  892  per- 
sons are  enrolled  in  master's  de- 
gree programs,  320  in  specialist 
degree  work  and  44  in  doctorate 
programs.  The  Graduate  School 
is  more  than  five  times  larger  than 
it  was  10  years  ago  when  the  en- 
rollment was  254. 

Overall  enrollment  at  North- 
western for  spring  terms  has  more 


Institute  in  Drug  Abuse  Planned 


The  Department  of  Sociology 
and  Social  Work  at  Northwestern 
will  conduct  a  four-week  Summer 
Institute  in  Drug  Abuse  which  will 
run  from  June  7  through  July  2. 

Dr.  Millard  Bienvenu,  head  of 
the  Department  of  Sociology  and 
Social  Work  and  institute  director, 
said  the  program  will  consist  of 
(.ne  three-hour  course  and  a  one- 
hour  course.  They  will  be  taken 
consecutively. 

Graduate  and  undergraduate  cre- 
dit will  be  offered  for  the  insti- 
tute which  has  as  its  objectives 
to  provide  a  basic  and  dynamic 
orientation  to  the  problem  of  drug 
abuse  and  to  enhance  interper- 
sonal skills  for  working  more  ef- 
fectively with  youth. 

Eligible  for  participation  in  the 
program  arc  students,  educators, 
social  workers,  law  enforcement 
personnel  and  others  concerned 
with  the  fast-growing  problem  of 
youthful  drug  use. 

Bienvenue  said  interviews  with 
former  drug  users,  guest  speakers, 


training  in  interpersonal  commun- 
ication and  role  playing  will  be 
utilized.  New  films  and  tapes  will 
be  introduced  and  a  resource  li- 
brary with  up-to-date  materials  will 
be    available. 

Courses  which  will  be  offered 
during  the  institute  will  be  "Sem- 
inar in  Drug  Abuse"  and  "Com- 
munication Skills  for  Combatting 
Drug  Abuse."  The  seminar  courses 
will  be  offered  from  June  7 
through  June  25,  and  the  com- 
munication skills  class  is  June  28 
through  July  2.  Participants  may 
take  pari  in  both  programs  or 
either. 

Assisting  Bienvenu  on  the  insti- 
tute staff  will  be  Dr.  Richard 
Galloway,  professor  of  special  ed- 
ucation at  Northwestern,  and  Dr. 
Frank  Martin,  director  of  the  NSU 
Bureau  of  Research  and  Financial 
Aid. 

Bienvenu  is  a  former  juvenile 
probation  officer  and  psychiatric 
social  worker  and  has  been  a  con- 
sultant to  the  State  Department  of 


Education  in  its  recent  Regional 
Drug  Education  seminars.  He  has 
written  and  lectured  widely  on 
drug  abuse  and  recently  com- 
pleted a  comprehensive  survey  of 
the  use  of  drugs  in  Louisiana 
schools. 

Martin  is  a  registered  pharmacist 
and  consultant  in  drug  identifica- 
tion to  several  Louisiana  law  en- 
forcement agencies.  He  has  also 
worked  with  the  State  Department 
of  Education  in  drug  education 
seminars. 

Galloway,  who  holds  a  doctor- 
ate in  rehabilitation  counseling, 
will  present  material  on  the  abuse 
of  alcohol,  narcotics  addiction  and 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  drug  ad- 
dict. He  has  wide  experience  in 
working  with  drug  addiction.

than  doubled  in  the  past  10  years. 
There  were  2,747  students  en- 
rolled in  the  spring  of  1961.  The 
enrollment  has  increased  by  more 
than  1.650  student  in  the  past  !..■ 
years. 

A  breakdown  of  the  4,466  under- 
graduate students  shows  1,245  in 
the  College  of  Education;  1,124 
in  Basic  Studies;  681  in  Business; 
621  in  Liberal  Arts;  566  in  Science 
and  Technology  and  229  in  Nurs- 
ing. 

No  comparison  with  last  year 
by  colleges  is  possible  since  the 
academic  structure  of  the  colleges 
of  instruction  was  reorganized  last 
fall,  creating  an  additional  college 
and  shifting  departments  in  others. 

During  the  fall,  Northwestern's 
enrollment  was  5,947.  Ledet  said 
the  usual  decrease  from  fall  to 
spring  is  10  percent,  which  means 
the  NSU  enrollment  should  have 
fallen  by  nearly  600  students  for 
the  spring  term.  The  decrease, 
though,  was  only  by  154  persons. 

Of  the  total  enrollment.  3.093 
are  men.  and  2.700  are  women. 
There  are  2,039  freshmen,  891  soph- 
omores, 610  juniors  and  926  sen- 
iors.

Caddo  is  Leading  Contributor 
Of  Students  For  Spring  Term 

A  breakdown  of  enrollment  fig- 
ures at  Northwestern  show  that 
Caddo  Parish  is  the  university's 
leading  contributor  of  students 
this  spring. 

Caddo,  which  for  several  years 
has  had  the  largest  number  of  stu- 
dents at  Northwestern  of  all  the 
the  Louisiana  parishes,  is  repre- 
sent ,  by  412  men  and  440  women 
lor  a  total  of  852. 

Natchitoches  Parish  has  the  sec- 
ond largest  number  of  students 
with  some  800,  but  an  additional 
200  married  students  from 
throughout  the  state  are  now  list- 
ing  Natchitoches   addresses. 

The  third  largest  contributor 
of  students  to  Northwestern  is 
Rapides  Parish  with  679,  including 
342  men  and  337  women.  This  is  an 
increase  of  201  for  the  parish  over 
last  spring.  Vernon  Parish  is  fourth 
with  297  and  Desoto  fifth  with  271. 

Bossier  Parish  is  next  with  251, 
giving  the  Caddo-Bossier  area  a  to- 
tal enrollment  of  1,103.  Caddo  and 
Bossier  parishes  have  20  percent 
of  the  NSU  student  population. 

Figures  reveal  that  of  North- 
western's  record  spring  enroll- 
ment of  5,793  this  semester, 
5,328  of  the  students  are  from 
Louisiana  The  Louisiana  students 
make  up  92  percent  of  the  total 
enrollment   of   the   university. 

All  64  of  Louisiana's  parishes 
are  represented  at  Northwestern. 
In  addition,  there  are  398  out-of- 
state  students  from  45  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia.  North- 
western also  has  67  foreign  stu- 
dents  from    13   countries. 

Texas  is  the  leading  contribu- 
tor of  out-of  state  students  with  a 
total  this  spring  of  82.  Other  states 
which  contribute  heavily  to  the 
out-of-state  enrollment  are  Arkan- 
sas, Mississippi,  Florida,  New 
York,  Illinois  and  Virginia.

Hennigan  Given 
Heroism  Medals 

Lt.  Col.  John  R.  Hennigan,  pro- 
fessor of  military  science  at  North- 
western State  University,  has  been 
awarded  the  Bronze  Star  Medal 
with  V  device  and  second  Oak 
Leaf  Cluster  for  heroism  in  Viet- 
nam. 

The  medal  was  awarded  for  he- 
roism in  connection  with  ground 
operations  against  a  hostile  force 
in  Vietnam  last  spring.  The  ope- 
rations for  which  Hennigan  was 
decorated  received  international 
attention. 

Department  of  the  Army  cita- 
tions state  that  Hennigan  distin- 
guished himself  during  multiple 
regimental  size  enemy  sieges  of  two 
special  forces  camps,  which  Hen- 
nigan was  commanding. 

Last  April,  Hennigan  was  com- 
manding 3,000  men  at  Dak  Pek 
and  Dak  Seang  camps  in  the  moun- 
tain regions  near  the  Laos  and 
Cambodian    borders.    One    of    the

Northwestern  has  begun  accep- 
ting applications  from  students  in 
junior  and  senior  high  schools 
for  two  special  summer  music 
programs  which  will  be  conducted 
in  June  and  July. 

J.  Robert  Smith,  head  of  the 
Northwestern  Department  of  Mu- 
sic, said  the  NSU  Summer  Music 
Camp  will  be  conducted  June  13- 
20,  and  the  annual  Northwestern 
Twirling  Clinic  is  scheduled  for 
July  11-16. 

Members  oi  the  NSU  Music 
Department  faculty  and  music  in- 
structors from  other  areas  will  con- 
duct lectures,  private  lessons,  dis- 
cussions and  seminar  sessions  dur- 
ing the  Summer  Music  Camp. 

Areas  to  be  covered  during  the 
camp  are  bands,  chorus,  pops 
chorus,  orchestra,  string  ensembles, 
stage  bands,  piano,  voice,  conduc- 
ting, small  ensembles,  theory,  mu- 
sic   appreciation   and    folk    guitar.

Billy  Ray  Guin  of  Northwood 
High  School  will  conduct  the  Sum- 
mer Camp  Band,  and  Robert 
Hardin  of  Ridgewood  Junior  High 
of  Shreveport  will  be  the  stage 
band  conductor.  Northwestern 
faculty  member  Robert  Price  will 
conduct  the  orchestra. 

Eligible  to  participate  in  the 
regular  twirling  camp  will  be  stu- 
dents in  grades  7  through  12.  They 
will  receive  instructions  in  military 
dance  drill,  sVrut,  drum  major 
routines,  band  arrangements  and 
halitime    presentations. 

There  will  also  be  elementary 
twirling  camp  which  will  be  held 
daily  from  8  a.m.  until  noon. 
Linda  Williams,  Northwestern's 
head  drum  major  for  the  past 
three  years,  will  direct  the  twirling 
clinics.

Camp  will  be  climaxed  by  a  Stunt

Institute  Slated 

Northwestern  has  begun  screen- 
ing applicants  for  a  summer  insti- 
tute in  Certification  of  Industrial 
Arts  Teachers,  which  is  being  fund- 
ed by  a  grant  of  $56,034  from  the 
Educational  Professional  Develop- 
ment office. 

Conducting  the  institute,  which 
permits  participants  to  earn  15 
semester  hours  of  credit,  is  the 
Northwestern  Department  of  In- 
dustrial Education  and  Technol- 
ogy. 

Dr.  Walter  Robinson,  head  of 
the  NSU  department,  said  the  pur- 
pose of  the  institute  is  to  prepare 
personnel  to  alleviate  the  critical 
shortage  of  industrial  arts  teachers 
in  Louisiana. 

Dwayne  Gilbert,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  industrial  education  and 
technology,  will  serve  as  director 
of  the  institute.  Members  of  the 
institute  staff  will  be  Robinson, 
Gilbert,  Dr.  Nedom  Muns,  Dr.  Bill 
Shaw  and  Dr.  Ivan  Bearden,  all 
members  of  the  Northwestern  fac- 
ulty. 

Gilbert  said  authorities  in  the 
areas  of  safety,  quality  control, 
organized  labor,  instructional  aids 
and  professional  education  will 
also  be  used  as  consultants  during 
the   institute. 

Only  24  participants  will  be  se- 
lected for  the  institute.  To  be  eli- 
gible, persons  must  have  a  bache- 
lor's degree  but  must  not  be  certi- 
fied to  teach  industrial  arts.  They 
must  not  have  taught  in  the  past 
semester. 

Each  participant  will  receive  $75 
a  week  and  each  eligible  dependent 
$15  a  week  for  the  nine-week  pro- 
gram, which  is  scheduled  for  May 
31-July  30.

Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand's  De- 
mons wound  up  with  a  14-11  over- 
all record  and  ended  in  fourth 
place  in  the  seven-team  Gulf  States 
Conference,  splitting  12  league 
decisions.  They  also  received  their 
fourth  straight  invitation  to  the 
District  30  NA1A  playoffs. 

Hildebrand's  1969-70  team  fin- 
ished 13-13  overall  and  likewise 
closed  in  fourth  in  the  GSC, 
dividing  its  games.  But  that  squad 
featured  three  returning  starters, 
including  Charles  Bloodworth, 
a   6-8  all-league   postman. 

This  season's  team  counted  only 
two  veterans  in  its  starting  cast, 
forward  Marvin  Willett  and  guard 
Johnny  Janese,  and  was  tabbed  an 
improbable  winner  and  likely 
filth   place  GSC   finisher. 

However,  transfer  Vernon  Wil- 
son quickly  emerged  as  one  of  the 
area's  brightest  offensive  guards 
and  former  reserve  Thurman 
Baptiste  steadily  developed  inside. 


Schick's  No-Hitters 
Lift  Spring  Hopes 

Spring  sports  got  off  to  a  rous- 
ing start  at  Northwestern  State 
University  with  coach  Herbie 
Smith's  baseball  team  grabbing  the 
early  spotlight. 

After  two  week's  of  activity  in 
March,  the  Demons'  baseballers 
stood  6-2  in  the  won-lost  column 
and  two  of  their  victories  were  no- 
hitters  spun  by  junior  righthander 
Woody  Schick. 

Schick's  first  gem  came  in  a  9-0 
season-opening  victory  over  Ste- 
phen F.  Austin,  while  the  second 
tamo  in  a  1-0  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence decision  over  Southeastern 
Louisiana. 

NSU  batters  also  weren't  at  rest 
during  this  span  as  they  outhit 
the  opposition  71-36  and  slugged 
six  homers.  Catcher  Johnny  Janese 
led  the  way  with  two  and  nine  runs 
batted  in. 

iNorthwestern's  track  team  was 
winless  after  five  opening  meets 
but  making  progress,  as  evidenced 
in  most  of  the  performances  re- 
corded. Sophomore  Farrell  Soileau 
set  a  school  record  in  the  triple 
lump,  by  leaping  48-8V2,  in  the 
opening  meet. 

The  Demons'  tennis  team,  get- 
ting improved  play  from  Jim 
Genovese,  Skeeter  Salim  and  Hans 
Leis,  was  1-0,  thanks  to  a  4-3  vic- 
tory over  Centenary.  And  the 
golf  squad  placed  third  in  the 
prestigious  Corbett  Classic  in  its 
opening  test. 


And   the   squad    outlook    improved 
immensly. 

"I'd  have  to  say  I  was  pretty 
well  satisfied  with  our  year,"  said 
Hildebrand.  "With  a  little  better 
shooting,  we  could  have  won  a 
couple  of  more  games. 

"Generally,  we  played  witL 
enthusiam,  and  I  liked  this.  We 
had   good    effort    from    everyone." 

Wilson,  a  sophomore  with  a  soft 
touch  and  good  balance,  set  the 
pace  in  scoring  with  507  points, 
the  eighth  highest  output  in  school 
history.  He  averaged  20.3  points 
per  game,  the  fifth  best  mark  ever 
posted  by  a  Demon. 

Baptiste,     a    junior     and     great 


leaper  at  6-4,  led  the  rebounding 
with  244.  He  also  contributed  321 
points  (12.8  average)  and  shot 
52.4  per  cent  from  the  field. 

Willett  wound  up  as  the  No.  2 
scorer  with  343  points  ( 13.7  aver- 
age) and  led  the  way  in  free  throw 
percentage  (77.6).  His  career  per- 
centage (78.2)  ranks  fourth  on  the 
NSU  record   books. 

Janese  only  averaged  8.4  points 
per  game,  but  easily  broke  the 
school  season  and  career  records 
for  assists  with  respective  totals 
of  145  and  274.

Trio  Sparks  Northwestern  To 
Sixth  Consecutive  Gym  Title 


Facing  what  was  rated  the  best 
overall  lineup  of  competitors  in 
history,  host  Northwestern  State 
University  won  its  sixth  consecu- 
tive NAIA  National  Championship 
here  in  mid-March. 

The  March  19-20  meet  attracted 
21  schools  arid  94  athletes,  and 
ended  with  the  Demons  holding 
a  commanding  154.10-148.60  edge 
over    runnerup    Western    Illinois. 

LaCrosse  of  Wisconsin  (143.50), 
Eastern  Illinois  (139.30),  Eastern 
Michigan  (137.80)  and  Parkside 
of  Wisconsin  (131.55)  followed  in 
irder    in    the    team    competition. 

Northwestern  entered  four  per- 
formers in  the  meet — seniors  Paul 
Tickenoff  and  Max  Magdaleno  of 
I. os  Angeles,  junior  Bruce  McGart- 
lin  and  freshman  Rick  Russell, 
both  of  New  Orleans. 

Tickenoff,  a  potential  Olympic- 
candidate,  easily  won  the  all-around 
individual  title,  while  Magdaleno 
was  second  and  McGartlin  third. 
Their  respective  scores  were  52.95, 
49.70  and  49.50. 

In  the  individual  event  competi- 


tion, Tickenoff  shared  a  couple  of 
first  place  honors,  while  McGart- 
lin won  one  outright. 

With  scores  of  8.95,  Tickenoff 
and  Northeast  Louisiana's  Ruben 
Villalobos  tied  for  first  place  in 
free  exercise.  Tickenoff  and  Mc- 
Gartlin each  scored  9.05  in  the 
parallel  bars  competition  to  set 
the  pace.  McGartlin's  9.1  led  the 
way  on  the  horizontal  bar. 

"Our  boys  performed  like  true 
champions,"  said  Northwestern 
coach  Armando  Vega.  "They  had  a 
challenge  and  came  through.  I'm 
very  proud  of  them." 

Northwestern  entered  the  NAIA 
with  a  perfect  5-0  regular  season 
record.  The  Demons  won  last  year's 
NAIA  meet  with  a  score  of  153.1, 
compared  to  145.4  by  runnerup 
East  Michigan.  They've  won  every 
NAIA  meet  they've  entered  as  a 
team. 

"We've  been  fortunate  to  get 
some  good  boys  at  Northwestern 
who  love  the  sport  and  really  work 
at  it,"  sid  Vega.  "And  they  have 
a  lot  of  pride." 


rounded  out  the  starting  lineup. 
He  averaged  10.5  points  per  game 
and  perhaps  played  the  most 
consistent  defense,  along  with 
Janese.  Horner  was  second  in  re- 
bounds (194). 

As  a  team,  the  Demons  shot  45.6 
from  the  field  and  66.1  from  the 
free  throw  line,  compared  to  43.7 
and  69.1  by  their  opponents.  They 
outscored  their  foes  1622  to  1920 
but  trailed  in  rebounds  1156  to 
1108. 

Among  the  victories  was  an 
opening  88-77  decision  over  major 
college  Tulane  and  a  100-88  nod 
over  defending  District  30  NAIA 
champion  Northeast  Louisiana. 
Two  other  major  colleges,  South- 
ern Mississippi  and  Centenary, 
were  NSU  victims. 

Ten  of  Northwestern's  losses 
were  to  teams  involved  in  district 
or  regional  playoffs-Houston, 
Louisiana  Tech  (twice).  South- 
western Louisiana  (twice),  Step- 
hen F.  Austin,  Southern  State, 
Louisiana  College,  Northeast 
Louisiana  Nicholls  State  and  Gram- 
bling.  Tech,  SFA,  S-State  and 
Grambling  won  their  respective 
league  championships. 

The  14-11  record  represents  the 
second-best  mark  posted  by  a  Hil- 
debrand-coached  team  at  NSU. 
His  six-year  overall  record  now 
reads  81-74. 

As  far  as  prospects  for  next 
year,  they  could  be  improved. 
Only  Janese  and  Willett  must  be 
replaced  off  the  present  starting 
team.  At  least  four  lettermen  will 
get  the  chance,  along  with  some 
promising  redshirts  and  any  in- 
coming freshmen   recruited. 


Rookie  Back  Shines 
In  Final  Grid  Drill 

Northwestern  State  University 
concluded  spring  football  practice 
in  mid-March  with  a  controlled 
football  scrimmage  highlighted  by 
the  running  of  fullback  Leroy 
Pittman. 

Pittman,  a  freshman  redshirt, 
rushed  for  137  yards  on  17  carries 
and  scored  twice.  An  alert  defen- 
sive secondary  intercepted  five 
passes  with  returning  regulars 
^aul  Tacker,  Travis  Smith  and 
fohn  Kelly  latching  on  to  one 
apiece. 

"We  think  we  found  us  a  full- 
jack."  said  head  coach  Glenn  Gos- 
sett,  who  termed  the  20  spring 
drills  as  "pleasing."  "We  gave  a  lot 
of  young  boys  exposure,"  he  said. 

The  Demons,  who  posted  a  7-3 
record  last  year  and  finished  in 
second  place  in  the  Gulf  States 
Conference  sought  to  uncover 
seven  offensive  and  three  defen- 
sive starting  replacements  in  the 
spring  drills. 
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
